have a Teſtimony againſt; for 
thereby we ſhould be found In- 


confeftent with our ſelves. 


P. 2. We dare not Swear, be- 
caufe Chriſt forbids it, Mat. 5. 
234, 37. and James, his true fol- 
lower. It is Needleſs gs well as 
Evil, for the reaſon of Swearing, 
being Utrub, that Mens Yea was 
not Tea, Swearing was ned to 
awe Men: to: Truth Speaking, 
and to give others Satisfaftion, 


that 
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that what was'Sworn, was true. 
But the true Chriſtians, Tea; be- 
ing Tea, the end"of an Oath 
anſwered, and therefore the uſe 
of 1t is Needleſs, Saperfons, and 
cometh of Evil. The" Apoftle 
Fames Taught theſame Donne, 
And the Primitive Chriſtians 
PraQtiſed it, as may be ſeen m 
the Book of Martyrs; as allo the 
carlieſtand beſt of the Reformers. 


9. 2. We alſo believe, that 
War ought to ceaſe, among, the 
followers of the Lamb Chrift 
Jeſus, who taught his Diſciples
